prudent Reader, 


Here may be ſome few mo- 
w—)\ ncthes paſt /moſt louing rea- 
{fbGs f der) fioce we were torced, ful 
WAP ſore againit our witles (as he 
&> well knoweth that is the 
22 ſcarcherot harts & reynes) 
IFJ 3 to put our penes to paper for 
detence of our Superiors and 
their lawfal doings & proccedings,againt che 
intemperate impugnatiss (by tumult ard hibels) 
ofa tcw diſconteted brethren of ours,who pur- 
ting themſelues in rage and palsion ot choler 
without all init cauſe equal or aaſwzrable to fo 
pervirious aneff, &, ſought by clamor to over- 
throw the whole peace of our church, aſtont- 
ſhing ſome by ſo ſuddayne a noyſe, others lea- 
ving in doubt what the matter might be, or 
prooue in the end,others ſcadalized & atflifted, 
others deceaued and drawne after the noyle; 
ſome following the yoice of liberty to banuth all 
goucrnmetioyned theſelues ro the crew it ſelte, 


& became cryars alſo,& tomake their party the 
Az ſtronger 
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{tronger haue not only com. byned themſelngy 
in ſecret with the knowenenemyes and aduer- 
faryes of our Catholike faith (though honora- 
ble otherwiſe in their places) bur do openly alſo 
now defend it in thele their Jater books, and 
where the end wilbe , God only knoweth , but 
euery good man louing them doth feare and 
itty. 

' The Apologie therfore wrytten by vs,was to 
ſlay ſomewhat this violent courſe yt it might be 
by laying open quietly , and modeſtly the true 
grounds of all theſe ſtyrres and perturbations, 
and that not by inueQues exaggerations or in- 
uentionsof our owne as our brethrens bookes 
The _ doe, but rather by calme,gentle, and modeſt nar- 
HE ihe Fatio, yea with hs greateſt loue and compaſsi6 
Apologic, of eur harts, aleaging alwayes moſt authentical 
proofes for that we ſay , ſpeaking alſo the ſame 
1n the beſt & moſt teperate manner we could,& 
prerermitting many things that wight be more 
odious if they had byn vttered, and of this 
we make iudges the Readers themſclues that 
ſhal have peruſed the ſame or may hereafter, 
The whole is deuided into 13, Chapters , all 
going in order from the firſt beginning and 
origen , as methodical as we could lay it 

downe. | 
 Butnow fince the wryting of the ſaid Apo- 
logic ſome other matters haue fallen out which 
do inuite vs to wryte againe, at leaſt wayes to 
ad this ſhore Adioynder or Appendix to our 
former Apologie, And firſt of all our diſcoteted 
brethren (or thoſe at leaſt who take ypon them 
tO MAN-= 
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to mannage theirpen forthe reſt) have ſet forth Teo other 
two other bookes , and pur them alſo in printe tybebs: 
intituling the 'one : The hope of prace, by Laying open the hope 
ſuch manifet untruthes, as are droulged by the Archprieſt, of peace, 
eve, (conſider yow how ful of hope thisway may 
be to peace) The other in latyn whoſe ticle be- 
ginneth thus : Relario compentdtoſa turbarum, &c.

Superior and to haue obeyed him. This fayth 2?

againe and againe by him ſelte and the fix cau- 
ſes there ſer down at large,tor their not obeying 
throughly pondered and conſidered but not 
allo wed. 

The firſt letters alſo of Cardnal Carter about 
the infticution of the Archpricſt are ſaid to be 
heereagaine and againe confirmed and ratified 
25 they were by his Hol. firſt Breue of the 6, of 
April 159 9.

whether it be in the court of Rome or our 
of Rome. For whe the Pope lay at Auimion 
in France (for examples ſake) yet was the 
office of Proteftor allo in vie, and when 
Card. Caietan our late Protector was le- 
' gate in France and Polonia, his office of 
"Proteorſhip ceaſed not wheploeuer he | 
would deale in any matter , albeyt tor oc- 
curent neceſsityes he lefca Viceproteor 
in his place at Rome; and when the Dons 
tector 
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rector of any religious order doth wryte 
into Spayne Or any other forren countreyes 
about any buſines belonging to his office 
we do not thinke that thoſe religious men 
or others wil dare to an{were (as our bre- 
thren do) that his office ftretcherth no fur- 
ther then the court of Rome, And this is 
ſufficient for this firſt poynt , which ſ{ce- 


- meth to include both folly and audacity. 


And for the ſecond about demurrin 

vpon his Hol, letters, we iudgeit to be o 
much more importance and farre more 

erilous, yea temerarious doctrine. For yt it 
be lawful for any man (as our brethren 
heere auerre) 8 demurre ypon his Hel. letters 
With mynd ro giue 4 reaſonable cauſe therof after- 
Wards (which euery man 1n his owne {cnce VVhether 
wil ſeeme to do, eſpecially when it tou. $997 
cheth his owne caule) whatend wil there vpon the 
be of ſtryfe? whar obedience? what reſi . P2e5ler- 
gnation of willes, and iudgments to our 
Superiors commandements © who wil not 
demurre? who wil not doubt, differ, and 
diſcuſle his Superiors commandement 2 | 
which S. Bernard ſayth are cftets of playne Femnare. Wil 
diſobedience in them that vie them fn pen l 
though afterward they {hould obey and 
exteriorly fulhl that which iscom maded,; 
yer (ſayth that Saint) yf they retayne ſtil 


thei 
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their former judgment againſt theirSupe 
riors order,noneſt({ayth he) virtus obedrentie, 
ſed velanentum malttie. It isnot the yertue of 
obedience bot the vaile of their malice, 
which point how neare it agreeth to our 
brethren their ſleight outward obedience 
at the firlt comming of the Popes Breue, 
ſhewing for a tymethat they did acceprir 
and would obey the contents therofabout 
the inſtirution of the Archprieſt, andyer 
eetayning ſtil their former iudgmer againſt 
it,as appeareth by all their later bookes & 
wrytings , impugning the ſame as cagerly 
as before,if not more; this {I ſay) weleaue 
both to their owne conlciencesto conſider 
and refleQ vpon, and to thedilcreat reader 

to judge therof. | 
Bur tothe end we may not be thought 
to be ouer ſetere in this matter,and to vrge 
Gur brethren with -remerarions and irre- 
uerent ſpeches againſt his Hol. authority 
rote then needeth, though we preſume 
gerely that theſe things do not come fo 
much of themſelues and their owne iudg - 
ments as partly of pa(ſion & overſight and 
parcly allo or rather principaly ofdeſyre co 
pleale thoſe their Proteſtant frends, with 
whome of late they hauelinked theſelfes. 
And tothe end that our ſaid brethren may 
= be

bethe more ready and prouided to anſwere

For yow muſt vnderſtad, that of the foure Fore ſ+-

+ Making their inueftiues only againſt 0- 
thers,for thattheſe bookes may be vndet- 
ſtood by ſtrangers, and by his Hol. himſelfe. 
But in the Engliſh bookes which muſt 
$0 amongſt our people they ſecke to 

erue their frends, My L. of London, M. 
VVade and others, by calling in queſtion 
or diminiſhing what they can his Hol. Ec- 
cleſialtical juritdi&tio, wherunto they make 
a way in their very firlt Preface, when they 
ſay : Thoſe Who are ſe ignorant muſt be taught, & p, ci;

AnJ afterthis againe is{et dowae in the

or Dioclsſian; And is nor this childit b paſsio, 
ro ſay no worke? They lo rage and raue 
euery where, &inall cheir bookes againit 
F.Per{ons (by whome pethaps aboue any 
one contrey man of theirs, they haue recey- 
ued benefits) as if he were che worlt thac 
liued,and their greateſt enimy vnderheaue. 
And what impotency ot palsion 1s this? 
and vw hat can rangers thinke therof, thar 
know both him and his doings for vs all 
in Our countrey?

dination,and ſeeke means to hold vs all in 
vnion as much as hecould, and to bring 
them vnto it that were at dilagrement:and 
this do many of his leccers remayning yet 
amongſt vs moſt euidently teſtifie; and ir 
3s but the impaticr and diſorderly humour 
of ſome few of our diſcontented brethren, 
that belch out ſo many vnlauery breathes 
againſt him, in theſe Sa bookes, which 
are eſtzemed as they deleruve with all wiſe 
men: and F. Perſons deeds for our countrey 
wil ſtand for themſelues and remayne to
